and Parenrage, as almoſt hid him from common No- 
tice, ſo that he would never have been {earch'd after, 
in auy Regifter, on acconnt of his Merit or worth, or other- 
ways notable than as an ldcot, except cn the Score of ſome 
- ſuch extraordinary, or even miraculous Occafion. But ſoon 
after his receiving of or being poflefſed with the Spirit of 
Soothfay ing, or Propheſy, and che remarkable, and ſometimes 
immediate Proof of the Truth of the Prediction followin 
gain'd him fill more and more Notice and Eſteem, from 5 
eulc who were the Wirnefices thereof, and rais'd a Curioſity
